DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - Re­ 
ports of unidentified flying ob­ 
jects — UFOs — boomed last 
year, reports Maj. Hector Quin­ 
tanilla, director of Project Blue 
Book at Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base. 


But whatever the sightings 
are, it’s a safe bet they offer no 
threat to national security and 
don’t come from outer space, 
the Air Force says. 


A total of 1,080 sightings were 
submitted to he Air Force dur­ 
ing 1986, second highest total 
since Blue Book began keeping 
tabs 20 years ago. The annual 
average is 555, the record 1,501 
in 1052. 


Of the 11,107 sightings since 
1M7, Quintanilla says, just 876 
remain in the unidentified cate­ 
gory. Only 30 of those checked 
out last year haven’t been ex­ 
plained satisfactorily. 


Another 242 sightings are list­ 
ed as having insufficient data 
for identification. 


The rest were identified as 
astronomical objects, aircraft, 
balloons, satellites and other 
natural or man-made items 
such as missiles, rockets, fire­ 
works, clouds, birds, swamp 
gas, sparks, and a lighthouse. 


To date, Project Blue Book — 
the Air Force’s investigative 


authority on aerial phenomena 
—, offers these “firm” conclu­ 
sions: 


1. No unidentified flying ol> 
ject reported, investigated and 
evaluated by the Air Force has 
ever given any indication of 
threat to U. S. security. 


2. No evidence has been dis­ 
covered to indicate that any 
sightings categorized as uniden­ 
tified represent technological 
development or principles be­ 
yond the range of present-day 
scientific knowledge. 


3. There has been no evidence 
that any unidentified sightings 
were outer space vehicles. 


A sighting is considered un- 


identified, the major says, when 
a report apparently contains all 
pertinent data necessary to sug­ 
gest a valid cause or explana­ 
tion of the report, but the de­ 
scription of the object or its mo­ 
tion cannot be correlated with 
any known object or phenome­ 
non. 


Meanwhile, sightings contin­ 
ue. The Weather Bureau at Cin­ 
cinnati was swamped with UFO 
calls Monday — all evidentally 
connected with a weather bal­ 
loon.

Purge Of Army 


In China Chaos 


TOKYO (AP) — Wall posters 
in Peking indicated today that a 
sweeping purge of Red China’s 
leading military men is under 
way in Mao Tse-tung’s drive to 
weed out supporters of Presi­ 
dent Liu Shao-chi. They also 
reported a big step up the power 
ladder by Mao's wife. 


A correspondent of the Japa- 
neae newspaper Sankei Shimbun 
said 35 top military men have 
come under flris as follower* of 
the bourgeois, reactionary line. 


Wall poolers put up by the 
postal and telegraph workers 
said that Mao's aggressive third 
wife, Chiang Ching, has been 
named chairman of a new com­ 
mittee formed to press Mao’s 
purge in central party and gov­ 
ernment organizations. 


Her new importance was un­ 
derlined by the fact that Pre­ 
mier Chou En-lai, Who might 
have been expected to head 
such a committee, has been 
named to serve on it as Mrs. 
Mao’s adviser. 


Clash With Soviets 


Another wall poster reported 
a clash between Soviet and Red 
Chinese troops on an unspeci­ 
fied date on the Manchurian 
border. The report said a Soviet 
battalion opened fire on a 
Chinese army company and was 
repulsed. It said Soviet soldiers 
were captured but later re­ 
leased. 


If true, this would be the first 
known exchange of shots be­ 
tween the two Communist pow­ 
ers since the Maoist purge be­ 
gan last August. Mao recently 
was reported to have ordered an 
alert all along China’s border 
with the 8oviet Union. 


Among the military leaders 
included in the wholesale indict­ 
ment were Vice Defense Minis­ 
ter Hsiao Ching-kuang, air force 
commander Wu Fan-hsien, navy 
deputy commander Li Tso-peng, 
Ulanfu, commander of the Inner 
Mongolian military district, and 
Wang En-mso, commander of 
the Sinkiang military district.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Viet­ 
nam peace prospects appeered 
at their lowest point in two 
months today as U. S. bombing 
of North Vietnam resumed and 
weeks of optimistic speculation 
ended. 


U. S. officials said peace ef­ 
forts had receded to their pre- 
Christmas position. 


President Johnson, in an­ 
nouncing the resumption of 
bombing lata Hobday, said ha 
had hoped the csassfire during 
the hmv new year "might lead 
to aomo abatement of hoetmtloo 
and to moves toward peace. 


But he s^d the North Viet- 
nemeoo had wed the pansa "for 
major resupply efforts of their 
troops in South Viotnairi." 


Johnson apparently refsrred 
to Sunday night’s meeting in 
London betweeen Soviet rreinier 
Alexei Koeygin end British 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
when he said: "Despite our of* 
foris and those of third perties, 
no other response hes yet come 
from Hanoi." 


Johneon earlier had indicated 
determination to resume the air 
war la the absence of any North 
Vietnameee easing of military 
activity. 


Reds Want Halt First 


But the North Vietnamese 
insisted on a halt in U. S. bomb* 
ing and withdrawal of teoope 
before peeoe talks could get 
eterted. 


North Vietnamese President 
Ho Chi Minh made this clear la 
a reply to Po|a Paul's appeel 
for an early settlement of the 
conflict. 


Ho wrote, "Hie U. S. imperi­ 
alists must put an end to their 
aggression in Vietnam, end un­ 
conditionally and definitely the 
bombing and all other acts of 
war against the1 Democratic Re­ 
public of Vietnam, withdrew 
from South Vietnam all Ameri­ 
can and satellite troops, recog­ 
nize the South Vietnam National 
Front 
for Liberation 
(Viet 
Cong) snd let the Vietnamese 
people settle themselves their 
own affairs." 


That eppeared a re-statement 
of conditions previously rejected 
by the United States. 


Peace hopes began building 
up about two months ago when 
North 
Vietnamese 
officials 
dropped 
hints 
negotiations 
"could" start if the U. S. bomb­ 
ing was permanently halted. 


Htere have been three truce 
Intervals since December and 
diplomats had been particulsrly 
hopeful that the latest might 
bring a breakthrough in the 
quest for a peece formula. 


Deer Is Open 


In his White House statement, 
Johnson said, 'The door to 
peace Is and will remain open 
and we are prepared at say 
time to go more than halfway to 
meet eny equitable overture 
from the other side." 


Officials reiterated this meant 
North Vietnam must scale down 
its military operations if U. S. 
bombing of the north is to be 
halted. 


It appeared logical, sources 
said, that U. S. bombing attacks 
would be intensified in the next 
few days or weeks in an effort 
to eliminate advantages Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese 
fighting units may have gained 
during the 138-hour bombing 
lull.

Harvard President Nathan Pusey attempted to de­ 
fine the university’s role as "devotion to learning . . . 
and recognition of learning’s importence for a full man- 
nir of life. . . with scholars — though often appearing 
to puraue separate ways in the university — working in 
a common vineyard of learning.” 


A Boston professor found such a vineyard of work­ 
ers indiscriminately cultivating grapes and thistles 
"falsely reassuring and deeply misleading in masking 
the contemporary crisis in the American multivarsity.’* 


The fundamentel objection to this doubletalk, sug- 
gMte Hutchins, is that such an all inclusive, help- 
everyone-with-everything role, asks the university "to

The birth rate decreased by 5 
per cent, from 19.5 to 18.5 for 
each 1,000 population, during 
the same period. 


The final PHS report on 1965 
natality statistics, also issued 
today, showed there were 3,760,- 
358 livt; births that year—the 
first year since 1953 that the 
number bad dropped briow four 
millkm. The final total com­ 
pared with a provisional esti­ 
mate last Feb. 28 that there had 
been 3,767,000 births during 
1965. 


During the 12 months ended 
last November there were 3,-
